PETERING OUT. 


The War fever in England 
Said to be Cooling. 


IRISH ASSISTANCE OFFERED TO RUSSIA 


Secret Diplomatic Negotiations Between 
Russia, Austria and Greece with 
Turkey—Chances of an Anglo- 
Turkey Alliance- 


Associated Press Dispatches to The Times 
Lonpon, March 28.—There is a marked 
lull in the war scare. In fact, among the 
very sober-minded there is no war scare 
at all. Some of the fiery ‘‘jingos’’ are be- 
ginning to ask themselves what grounds 
they have had for causing all the alarm 
of the past week. The first amnounce- 
ment of the Queen’s summons, calling 
out the army reserves and militia, almost 
created a panic, It aroused the national 
pugnacity thoroughly. It made every 
fighting Englishman ready to fight right 
away. Their pugnacity is still up, but 
there is a growing belief that it is up for 
nothing. Their blood thirst is being 
slaked with the coldest kind of water. 
After putting everybody ina fever of’great 
excitement by springing without notice 
the call for the reserves, the ministry is 
now apparently attempting to minimize 
that part of Her Majesty’s message by 
delaying to state what number of militia 
and reserves will be selected and put un- 
der arms. Every effort has been made to 
draw the government out on this point, 
but so far without success. But the 
ministers have aliowed reports to be cir- 
culated to the effect that no more than 
25,000 men are wanted. These reports 
have emanated from such good authority, 
and been so persistently circulated, that 
they are now generally believed, and so 
far, to use an American expression, ‘‘the 
thing has petered out.’’ Twenty-five 
thousand meén are just about enough to 
fill the vacancy in the muster rolls 
caused by the recent drafts for the Egyp- 
tian and Mediterranean stations. 
THE DANGER MAGNIFIED. 
Some people think there never was any 


danger of actual conflict with Russia, 


and that the Government is trying to ob- 
tain glory and credit with the people for 
having intimidated Russia by an act 
which is admitted to be enormously mag- 
nified in the popular conception, but 
which was really a matter of course and 
practically insignificant. Gladstone has 
replied to the most pressing requests for 
information as to the true import of the 
Queen’s summons by saying that the 
Government had decided to postpone all 
the statements upon that subject until 
after Easter. This reply was accompanied 
by the statement that the Government 


hoped it would be able during the inter- 


val to reach some arrangement with 
Russia. Taken either as statesmanship or 
humbug, the Premier’s evasion must be 
conaleenen a clever piece of work of its 
ind. 

Lists of all the men available for service 
in the army reserves and militia have 
been called for. The Dockyard Depart- 
ment has been officially notified to place 
themselves in readiness to supply extra 
stores for the military and naval services. 
The Army and Navy Gazette blames the 
minor news agencies for fomenting the 
warryumoars. It charges them with hay- 
ing circulated yarns about the alleged 
hurried calling of ships, in which steries 


very often ships actually on duty at for- 


eign stations have figured as 
ordered to outfit. 

IRISHMEN OFFERING TO ASSIST KUSSIA. 

The military garrison of Ireland will be 
maintained in its full strength and may 
be ingreased from reserves. Agents of 
Irish organizations have approached the 
Russian Embassy in Paris with offers of 
assistance in case war occurs between 
Russia and England. The agents propose 
to foment a rising in Ireland while 
England is engaged in Afghanistan and to 
fit out privateers in America to prey upon 
british commerce. All they ask is that 
Russia shall furnish her Irish allies with 
means to carry ouc their part of the bar- 
gain and they offer to work as cheaply as 
possible. Overtures to Turkey for 
alliance with Russia are still under con- 
sideration. 

SECRET DIPLOMATIC NEGOTIATIONS. 

Diplomatic advices from Athens and 
Constantinople concur in corroborating 
the truth of the report that secret negio- 
tiations have been for some time in pro- 
gress with Austria, Greece and Russia for 
new territorial arrangements with Tur- 
key. Under this Russia is to obtain East 
Roumelia to Bulgaria with the extension of 
the principality east to Roumelia onthe 
Aigean Sea. Greece is to get that part of 
Macedonia with a frontier line across the 
Secos and Haleacton rivers to the mouth 
of the latter in the Gulf of Salonica. 
Austria is to obtain a. new frontier from 
the plains of Kassora to the western side 
of Mount Orevillos, along the river Stry- 
mon to the Agean Sea. The center of the 
Austrian territory is to be part of Salon- 
ica. Russia also asks to be accorded the 
right to occupy the forts on the Black 
Sea at the entrance to the Bosphorus. 
The knowledge of the fact that these ne- 
gotiations are pending has increased the 
chances in fayor of a consummation of 
the Anglo-Turkish alliance. The ‘Peace 
at any price’’ members of the House of 
Commons are circulating a petition to 
Gladstone urging him to secure the sub- 
mission of the Afghan dispute to arbitra- 
tion. The petition is not getting the} 
names of any except extreme radicals.

| IN THE SOUDAN. 


Conflicting Reports RKexarding 
Graham's Advance. 

Lonpon, March 28.—General Graham 
telegraphs from Suakim that he expects 
to be able to have completed by to-mor- 
row suflicient water stores to enable his 
army to advance to Tamei. He says he 
has ordered all the available mea from 
seven war ships anchored in the Red Sea 
off Suakim to do gsrrison duty in the 
town, so that the whole regular force at 
Suakim could be used in the advance 
against Osman Digna. - 

The censorship over all telegrams sent 
from Suakim to the press has been made 
recently much stricter than ever. Cable- 
grams received from Suez, between which 
place and Saakim there is good commun- 
icatiun, show that General Graham is 
making very little progress in his expedi- 
tion to Berber. After the much heralded 
advance, to make which two weeks has 
been consumed and several hundred lives 
lost, his camp is to-day just two 
miles = nearer Berber than is 
Suakim. The camp is connected | with 
Suakim by a tramway. Nothing has yet 
been done in the way of constructing the 
projected Berber railway transport ser- 
vice. The whole army is suffering, men, 
mules and camels being compelled to 
carry otherwise unnecessary burdens in 


}the torrid heat. Typhoid fever and dys- 


entery is quite prevalent among the 
troops, although in official dispatches 
to London the health of the sol- 
diers is described as excellent. At Gen- 
eral McNeill’s zerebz there are many cases 


of dysentery as well as disabling sun- 


stroke. 
Suakim, March 28.—General Graham 
and the whole British army advance ar- 
rived to-day at General MecNeill’s zereba. 
This advance includes all the troops ex- 
cept 500 men from each regiment left be- 
hind to garrison Suakim.

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RELATIVE POSITION OF FLORIDA. 

Where am If What is tu the right 
and what is to the left of me’ These 
are the queries that arise in the mind 
of every tourist in whatever land he 
may be, and the general reader is in 
like manner anxious to definitely lo- 
cate the relative position, so far as 
other States or countries are con- 
cerned, of the region described. 

In a geographical sense, therefore, 
what relative position does Florida 
sustain to other portions of the globe? 
In response to.this it may be said that 
it is in the same latitude as the center 
of Arabia, Northern Hindoostan, the 
Desert of Sahara, the northern portion 
of Burmah, the southern part of 


China ani the northern section of 
Mexico. The thirty-tnird degree of 
latitude, which runs a little north of 
San Diego, the most southern town of 
importance along the coast of Cali- 
fornia, and near the Mexican bound- 
ary, is fully 100 miles above the line 
that marks the northern border of 
Florida. Soit does not even begin 
where California leaves off! And yet 
it is a question, not yet fully settled, 
we believe, whether the latter has

not the more equable and at the same 
_ tame tite more truly semi-tropical 
climate. 


The tairty-seventh degree of north 
latitude touches the southern point of 
Italy, and the thirty-fifth that of 
Spain, so that Florida’s northern edge 
is six degreés below one and four de- 
grees below the other—consequently, 
just that much nearer the equator, 
and public opinion to the contrary 
notwithsianding, is much warmer 
than either in winter. 

Florida is not as other countries. 
There is no land on the face of the 
earth, unless it-be Southern California, 
which enjoys the same advantages— 
the same immunity from heat and 
cold, thy same resources of agricultu- 
ral production, the same number of 
lovely lakes und limpid streams. In 
a word, there is no other Florida; just 
as there is no other Southern Califor- 
nia. They are unique— they are dis- 
tinct and superior to all other sections 
of the universe. Florida is pre-emi- 
nentiy Florida.: There is no other way 
to describe it. It has been compared 
to Italy and called “The Italy of 

_ America, but the comparison is untair 
—unfair to Florida, bath 1n a physical 
‘and moral sense. Florida is a level 
country, swept by pleasant breezes in 

‘the summer, and exempt from severe 
cold in the winter, while Italy is 
mountainous and subject to cold 
mountain wind in winter and burning 
siroccos in summer. Italy is almosta 
race of paupers. Florida is the home 
of the independent American citizen. 
But this is digression. 

The northern arm or extension of 
the State, east and west, as previously 
stated, is 375 miles-long by 65 or 70 


_ miles wide, and is in the same latitude 


as Mobile in Alabama, New Orleans 
in Louisiana, and Galveston in Texas, 
Ningpo in China, Cairo and Suez in 
Egypt. Inthis section of the State 
are included both Jacksonville and 
Fernandina, and the famous United 
States naval station, Rensacola. Key 
West, at the extreme point of 
the State, is in the longitude of Cleve- 
iand, Ohio, Columbus, Séuth Carolina, 
Augusta, Georgia, and Matansas, 
Cuba. | 
ENORMOUS COAST-LINE. 

The most prominent physical feat 
ure of the State is its enormous extent 
of coast-line, ucarly 1200 miles, with 
numerous large bays at short intervals 
running inland from ten to thirty 
miles. This distance of 1200 miles is 


almost equal to that trom New York. 


to Havana, in Cuba; and would stretch 
across the continent ina direct line 
from Fernandina on the sea almost to 
Salt Lake City in Utah! 

The long narrow figure of Florida 
puts its whole surface in near ap- 
proach to the commerce of the ocean. 
Some of the best harbors in the United 
States are on its coast, witha larger 
number of ports accessible, if properly 
improved, and at small outlay, than 
any of her sister States. 

_ NUMEROUS RIVERS. 

Nineteen of the rivers of the State 
are already navigable by steamers to 
the distance, in the aggregate, of over 
1000 miles; they make transportation 
available to extensive areas—indeed, 
to every section of the State—and 
terminate in harbors that render coast- 
wise navigation to vessels both safe 
and active. Thus is Florida favored 
over other States in having her terri- 
tory convenient to the commerce of 
the ocean, and in the greater number 
and depth of her harbors. 

Among the noted rivers of the State 


may be named the St. Johns—the 


great tourist route to South Florida, 
and which no visitor would think any 
more of leaving unseen than he would 
of departing from Rome without hav- 
ing gazed upon the Vatican or St. 
Peter’s Church; the narrow Orlawaha. 
famous for its beautiful scenery; and 
in South Florida, the With!acoochee, 
destined soon to be quite as celebrated ; 
the Kissimmee with its tropical 
scenery ; the Caloosachatchie, the river 
of the mysterious Everglades, and 
outlet to Lake Okeerhobee; the far- 


- famed Indian river, along the Atlantic 


Coast, and unlike any other stream in 
the world; and again, in the northern 
section of the State, the Suwannee— 
renowned in song: | 7 
** Away down upon de Suwannee river, 
Far, far away, 
Dar’s where my heart is turning ever, 
Dar’s where de old folks stay.’’ 
And then the innumerable lakes, 
large and small, scattered and groaped 


- together, many of which connect with 


navigable streams, while those not 
already so can be readily connected 
by short canals or railroads with each 
other, and the great arteries of water 
leading to the sea and gulf. The in- 
terior lakes of Fiorida, large and 
small, surpass in number those of any 
other State, and are one of its remark- 
able features; so much sothat a sep- 


arate article will be devoted entirely, 
to that subject. 4 


The lakes of Florida are in two re- 
spects at least, what the mountains 
are to California—they give variety 
and beauty to the landscape. But the 
awe-inspiring mountain peaks of the 
Land of Gold have a super-added 
charm in their sublimity that even the 
countless clear-water lakes of this 
sunny clime can never approach. 

INDIAN LEGENDS. 

Apropos, particularly, of the inden- | 
tations on the Gulf coast, the Semin- 
ole Indians have a tradition that in 
ancient times a huge saurian of the 
deep, long since extinct, took huge 
bites out of the then unbroken coast 
line, and thus crested its bays and har- 
bors. This seems like a grossly exag- 
gerated version of the fabled dragon 
of the Old World; or of some huge 
sea-serpent, the miniature progeny of 
which sailors profess occasionally to 
see; or dreadful thought !—did the 
ancestors of Eli Perkins, the champion 


- fiar of America, then exist among the 


indians? 

These red men of the forest have a 
tradition of the land being once cov- 
ered with ‘water—a reminescence of 
the deluge—and of this section of the 


continent coming up Out of the sea al!

GENERAL DEDUCTIONS. 
Thus it is that the unique position 
of Florida, its peninsular form, its 
ocean and gulf surroundings, make it 
strictly exceptional as to climate and 
productions, rendering it unlike any 
other country in the same latitude. 
Despite sundry disadvantages, which 
will presently appear, Florida will yet 
be one of the twin garden spots of the 
New World, and excepting the El 
Dorado of the Pacific. the brightest, 
sunniest elime in all this broad land— 
& veritable paradise to the tourist and 
the invalid, where health will come 
on healing wings, and wealth will fol- 
low in its train. Then all hail! to 
the two great sanitariums of the globe 
—Florida and California! 
FLOKIDA’S VERTEBRA. 
Commencing in the extreme northern 
portion of the State, and extending 
down the peninsular midway of the 
Atlantic and Gulf coasts, through Mid- 
die and South Florida to the Ever- 
giades, is a somewhat elevated ridge 
or table-land--the backbone of the 
State, and which gradually slopes 
away on each side to the coast lines. 
In Sumter county, South Ficrida, this 
ridge reaches its greatest altitude, and 
is terméd the | 
APOPKA MOUNTAINS, 
though only about 300, certainly not 
more than 400, feet above the level of 
the sea, while the average height of 
the land of the State above the ocean 
is but 60 feet. Think of that, oh! 
citizens of the far-off Pacific clime— 
you whocan look-out of your win- 
dows and up to mountain crests rear- 
ing their snowy summits ten thousand 
feet into the clear blue eky of Hea- 
ven! And yet, after ail, these so- 
called Apopka mountains command a 
rather extensive prospect. From two 
of these, Mount Sumter and Prospect 
mountain, were it not for the inter- 
vention of the distant forests on either 
side to the east and west, to the At- 
lantic on one side and the Gulf of 
Mexico on the other, each forty-five 
miles away, would be distinctly vis- 
ible. As it is, the scene embraces an 
extensive stretch of country for many 
miles, over and above the grand old 
forests and meandering valleys, with 
numerous silvery lakes in full view— 
a vision of picturesque and sylvan 
beauty. These remarkable peninsular 
promirences command a splendid view 
of the celebrated lake system of 
Orange and. Sumter counties. They 
are clothed from base to summit in 
verdure, with vines, grass and pine 
trees. The land, all through this sec- 
tion “, the State is undulating, with 
large lakes 200 feet above the sea level. 
A LAND OF SAND. 

Flordia is preeminently a sandy 
State.’ Geologists tell it was the last 
part of the continent to arise from the 
‘ocean, and @ casual inspection proves 
the assertion. Fiorida folks are some- 
what sensitive on this point, and 
would sooner have all light on this 
subject hidden under a bushel. But 
the writer will not refrain—he will 
talk sand “right alo: g;”’ he will dig 
in it, fling it about,.bury himself in 
it,if need be, as children do at the 
seashore—and there shall be none to 
make him afraid, unless it be the 
editor of the TIMEs.

can be grown on sueh sandy soils, 
pause to examine of what the supposed 
sands consist, of what proportion may 
be the remains of shells, what amount 
of phosphate and carbonate of lime 
they contain; and a conviction of 
their worth will quickly follow.

| part of the State is a sandy loam; 


still, there are hill lands and ham- 
mocks where large portions of clay 


ulluvium are found. Hence, the 


soil does not by any means resemble 
the sandy iands of other States, except 
in a very few cases, but has a char- 
acter distinctively its own. Indeed, 
itis as different as can be imagined, 
for while it has a large percentage of 
lime and organic remains, as previ- 
ously intimated, and which give it 
much fertility, as such ingredients will 
give to any soil, it has also the capacity 
to retain them until exhausted by use; 
aud you must sometime feed a soil of 
any kind, or it will starve you in the 
end. So Florida is not one vast sand- 
pit after all, and our-threat—by infer- 
ence--on the sand question, as ex- 
pressed above, has net amounted to 
anything serious—nothing derogative 
at all events.

GEN. JOHN CHARLES BLACK. 
Gen. J. C. Black was nominated 
March 6, 1885, as Commissioner of 


Pensions, being the first Democrat 
ever named for that office. The Black 
family were among tlie earliest set- 
tlers in Pennsylvania, and Gen. 
Black’s father was born and bred in 
that State. Gen. Black, however, was 
born in Lexington, Mississippi, Jan- 
uary 27, 1839, his father having moved 
to that State on account of his failing 
health. At the age of 18 young Black, 
with his mother, located at Danville, 
Ill., and has resided there ever since, 
with the exceptiou of eight years, 
from 1867 to 1875, when he lived in 
Champaign, Ill. He received the ad- 
vantages of a classical education, 
which, however, was obtained through 
his energy in working at odd jobs in 
the intervals of his studies. In 1861 
he enlisted in the Thirty-seventh IIli- 
nois Regiment, and was mustered out 
/August 15, 1865, as a Brevet Brigadier 
General. He was wounded at the 
battles of Pea Ridge and Prairie 
Grove: in the former battle so severely 
as to cripple his left arm. On leaving 
the army he took up the study of law 
in Chicago, and in 1867 commenced 
practice, continuing the same until 
his appointment as Commissioner of 
Pensions. Mr. Black for eighteen 
years has been an active Democrat, 
and was on three occasions a candi- 
date for Congress, but his district be- 
ing strongly Republican, he was de- 
feated every time. In 1872 he ran on 
a Fusion ticket for Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor, and was the nominee‘ of the 
Democratic caucus for the United 
‘States Senatorship in 1879. He de- 
clined to bé a candidate for Governor 
at the Peoria Convention in 1884; and 
although his name was most promi- 
nently mentioned in Democratic cir- 
cles for the Vice Presidency oa the 
ticket with Cleveland, he refused to 
allow his friends to consider him a 
candidate. He never held a public 
office of profit, although he has been 
connected as an officer with many char- 
itableinstitutions. He is’ a member 
of the Board of Trustees of the Na- 
tional Home for Disabled Soldiers. As 
a lawyer Mr. Black stands confessedly 
at the head of his profession. Not 
only is he renowned for his great eru- 
dition, but he is one of the ablest 
speakers of his State. As a political 
speaker he has few equals, and there- 
fore his serviccs have always been in 
demand at election times. Upon the 
advent of the Democrats into national 
power, Mr. Black’s name was the first 
to be sent to the Senate for confirma- 
tion after the Cabinet had been in- 
stalled. In the great contest between 
the Republicans and Democrats in the 
Illinois Legislature fur the United 
States Senatorship Mr. lack was one 
of the prominent men offered as a 
compromise candidate.

HARMONY AMONG THE FACTIONS. 


The Seney Sale of Pictures—Ferdinand 
Ward’s Sumptuous Quarters—Grant’s 
Generosity to the Confederacy 
—Dramatic Notes. 


| CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.] 


New York, March 15.—On Tues- 
day thetown was empty. Never in 
the memory of the present generation 
has there been such a Democratic 
hegira from New York. Democratic 
Presidents have been elected before 
Mr. Cleveland; but when the last 
Democratic President was elected Mr. 
Cleveland was only a country boy, 
whose services were well requited by 
three dollars a week. New York, 
whose narrow majority turned the 
scale in his favor, resolved to _do 
him honor, and the Democracy turned 
out by thousands. For the time all 
faction fights and bitterness was sunk 
in the triumph of the hour; and Irving 


| Hall, Tammany and the County Dem- 


ocracy joined in the universal hurrah 
for Grover Cleveland, President of 
the United States. “Hubert O. Thomp- 
son did not fall into the arms 
nor did Sheriff 


Davison embrace General Spinola; 
nevertheless the hatchet was buried 
and scalps were safe. The Tammany 
contingent to the inauguration num- 
bered eight hundred; but I missed 
the silver-tongued O’Grady, who had 
borne aloft the standardof Democracy 


| for years, in the darkest hours of dis- 


aster and defeat. There were other 
well-known faces absent too. Icould 
well imagine what a proud day it 
would have been for Isaiah Rynders; 
how grandly he would have led the 
800 unterritied down Pennsylvania 
avenue. Perhaps he saw it all from 
the otaer side of Jordan, who knows? 
In one particular there was the most 
delightful harmony among the differ- 
ent delegations, and that in providing 
against the possible contingency of 
famine and drought;. especially 
drought. Barrels, kegs, demijohns, 
bottles, baskets, hampers, boxes and 
bales attested that watchful care had 
been given to the commissary, and 
an evident belief in the Bible 
declaration, that “man cannot live 
by bread alone.” A further wise pre- 
caution was that every brave should 
have his name and address sewed on 
to the back of his waistcoat, while 
his ward association and the name of 
the captain of his company was fasten- 
ed with safetv pins in the lining of 
his hat. The braves, to prevent acci- 
dents, carried all spare bills and loose 
change in the legs of their boots, and 
all of them carried Waterbury watches, 
leaving their own valuable tickers in 
charge of My Uncle, who had ad- 
vanced money to most of them to make 
the excursion to the National Capital, 
expecting redemption three days after 
convenience. Amid tremendous ex- 
citement they got off, and for three 
days all the great political centres in 
the city looked as though a cyclone 
had swept over them. Barkeepers 
hung idly over their bars, yet sadly 
reflecting that when the boys came 
home every one of them would be 
dead broke for a couple. of 
months at least. They were a 
gay gallant body when 
they departed; but as they re- 
turned in scattered detachments, it 
was evident that some of them had en- 
countered hard weather; the shiny 
hats looked as though they had been 
struck by a Manitoba blizzard, and 
the swell ulsters which were the dis- 
tinguishing mark of the Brooklyn 
contingent looked like the wrappings 
of an Egyptian mummy, just exhumed 
at Thebes, after 3,000 years of solid 
wear. Many of the boys declared that 
they were glad that Presidents were 
chosen only once in four years, and 
one old grey headed Democrat, out of 
whom all enthusiasm had _ been 
knocked by four days bitter experi- 
ence at the Capital, during two nights 
of which he walked the streets till 
morning, swore that. it was thirty 
years since he had attended a presi 
dential inauguration, and if the Lord 
spared his life it would be thirty 
years before he went to another.

The gentleman who pre- 
ceded Mr. Seney as President of the 
Metropolitan Bank, Mr. Williams, 
was a discriminating lover of art, and 
had a small but beautiful collection 
in his palatial residence on the Hud- 
son. He never ventured into the 
lavish outlay whic’) distinguished his 
successor, Mr. Seney, nor did he, 
during his long and honorable life, 
ever sanction any of the wild schemes 
or questionable methods which lured 
Mr. Seney to ruin. In a few weeks 
the Seney collection, which was one of 
the finest in the country, will be a 
thing of the past. It will be an inter- 
esting souvenir of the evil time when 
the firm of Grant and Ward precip- 
itated the terrible financial collapse 
which dragged down headlong to 
ruin some ot the oldest houses in the 
city. Speaking of Grant and Ward, 
reminds me that while the great Com- 
mander, whose life 1s going out in 
darkness and sorrow stands wayering 
at the gates of death, Ferdinand 
Ward, the anthor of his ruin, smokes 
his fifty cent Renes in Ludlow Street 
jail, and enjoys every luxury that 
money can procure, instead of working 
in a striped suit in Sing Sing or Don- 
nemara. 
The news of General Grant’s deadly 
peril has awakened a response deep 
and heartfelt, such as could have been 
called forth by no other citizen in this 
land. Past enmities are buried and 
forgotten in the face of his terrible 
sufferings and sorrow. Among the 
press, save with one single exception, 
there has been an unqualified outburst 
of grief. Not even from his dearest 
and life-long friends bas he received 
more cordial or heartfelt sympathy 
than from the men whom he has met 
in the death-grapple on the most tre- 
mendous battle-fields that the world 
has ever seen. The men of the South 
do not forget his gerferous conduct to 
their great commander at A ppomatox, 
nor will the scarred veterans from 
Mississippi or Louisiana forget. the 
man who jin the dark and painful hour 
of surrender bade them take their 
horses home as they would need them 
for their spring plowing. Ever since 
the announcement of the General’s ex- 
treme peril, all classes of our citizens, 
irrespective of politics, have evinced 
the most painful anxiety for his re- 
covery, and heartfelt prayers are given 
daily for his speedy restoration to 
health, coupled with the hope that the 
years that yet remain may be among 
the happiest of his life. _ :

SCIENTIFIC MISCELLANY. 


Colors of the Sea.—The theory of 
Prof. Tyndall recognizes three princi- 
pal hues in sea-waves—blue, green 
and yellow. Solid particles held in 
the water act as minute mirrors re- 
flecting the light which penetrates the 
liquid. The rays which are sent out 
after having traveled only a thin 
stratum of water preserve their yellow 
parts; but if the reflections are at- 
tenuated, the water appears green ; 
and if they do not exist at all, the 
sea being clear and free from the 
muddy matters, the color is deep blue. 
In an indigo sea the crests of waves 
will appear green on account of their 
lack of thickness. Sea-weed, animal- 
cules and other local or accidental 
causes may have much influence on 
the color of the water. | 

A Monument of the Plant World.—- 
Adanson found trees of the baobab 
species in Africa which he computed 
to be 5150 years old; and DeCandolle 
has reported the deciduous cypress of 
Mexico to reach a still greater age. 
The oldest individual specimen of 
any species—in fact, the oldest living 
thing upon the globe—is probably the 
cypress of Santa Maria del Tule, in 
the Mexican State of Oaxaca. If es- 
timates of tree ages are to be relied 
upon, the life of this venerable forest 
monarch may have spanned the whole 
period of written history. At last 
accounts it was still growing, and in 
1851, when Humboldt saw it, it 
measured 42 feet in diameter, 146 in 
circumference, and 282 feet between 
the extremities of the two opposite 
branches. 3

is to be studied with reference to its 
influence on the fisheries.

Why are We Right-Handed ?—YVhe 
absence in infants of any marked pref- 
erence for either hand has led to the 
supposition that right-handedness is 
merely a fashion, in which all are 
trained; but if soit is a very ancient 
and very nearly universal fashion. 
The evidence of all ages points to it 
as general among all races. From the 
time of Aristotle philosophical . at- 
tempts—none entirely satisfactory— 
have been made to account for this 
peculiarity of miankind. Professor 
Buchannan of Glasgow, has thought 
it, as well as the equally old and pre- 
valent custom of carrying burdens on 
the left shoulder, to be due to lack of 
symmetry of the body, a larger lung 
and the liver causing the right side to 
be heavier than the left, and inducing 
greater muscular development of the 
right limbs. Another theory is 
founded on the fact that the brain is 
composed of two hemispheres, which 
work the muscles. grosswise, so that 
disease or weakness of a hemisphere | 
affects the whole opposite side of the 
body. Gratiolet and Broca have’ 
found that the lobes of the left side of 
the brain are Jarger than those of the 
right, indicating that more nervous 
energy is directed tothe right side of 
the body than to the left. This may 
be the cause of right-handedness— or 
it may be an effect of it. 

Soap Substitutes.— Specimens of pods 
and seeds which take the place of 
soap in China were exhibited by Mr. 
F. B. Forbes at a recent meeting of 
the Linnean Society of London. He

Ranoramic Photographs. — A new 
French apparatus, called the cylin- 
drograph, is designed to photograph 
at a single operation a wide sweep of 
the adjacent country. The instru- 
ment consists of a camera of semi- 
circular form, with a small lens in the 
center, which moves on an axis. The 
dark slide is of some material which 
will bend, and when a view is to be 
taken the lens is turned upon the 
center from one side of the landscape 
to the other. The panoramic pictures 
thus secured are sufficiently good to 
serve surveying, military and other 
purposes. 

Earthquake Signaling.-—The Seismo- 
logical Society of Japan has suggested 
the use of the surrounding telegraph- 
stations as a means of warning the in- 
habitants of Tokio or Yokohama of 
the approach of an earthquake. A 
shock at one of these stations could 
be made to complete an electric cir- 
cuit and firea gun in either of the 
two cities, thus giving notice to the 
citizens from two to six minutes be- 
fore the arrival of the earthquake, 
and enabling them to extinguish their 
fires and remove many valuables. 

A Mountain Wind.—A remarkable 
phenomenoa of the North of England 
is there known as the helm wind. A 
late description states that it blows 
out of clouds which collect on the 
Pennine range of mountains, and 
makes a rushing noise like the roar of 
a heavy sea breaking upon a rocky 
shore. Its lifting force is so great 
that it sometimes, overturns vehicles, 
and takes animals off their feet. It 
prevails chiefly in the Carlisle district, 
an@ is seldom felt at a greater distance 
than seven miles from its apparent 
place of origin.
